Why  was  this  visit 
important  to  Anderson? 

"The  young  people  of  this 
country  have  the  greatest  stake 
in  this  election,"  the  Republican 
Presidential  hopeful  stated.  He 
began  his  speech  by  reminding 
the  crowd  that  the  hostages  have 
been  held  in  the  embassy  in  Iran 
for  100  days.  "But,"  he 
continued,    "all    Americans    are

held  hostage  to  oil.  ...  The  lesson 
the  Ayatollah  has  taught  us  is 
that  America  will  never  be  free 
as  long  as  we  remain  slaves  to 
that  resource." 

Anderson  drew  fervent 
applause  when  he  said  that  he 
did  not  agicc  with  the 
President's  action  to  reinstate 
the  draft  to  protect  our  interest 
in  the  Persian  Gulf.  He  disagrees 
with  gas  rationing;  instead,  he 
outlined  his  plan:  impose  a  tax 
on  gas.  Use  this  revenue  instead 
of  raising  the  Social  Security 
tax,  which  he  claims,  could  be 
cut  in  half.  This  means  those 
who  drive  will  pay.  By  cutting 
consumption,  it  eliminates  the 
need  for  the  military  draft  to 
protect  oil.  "We  are  weak  as  a 
nation  until  we  show 
self-sacrifice,"  Anderson  said. 

Mr.  Anderson  opened  the 
floor  for  questions  from  the 
student  body  of  FSC.  On 
nuclear  energy,  he  said  he  would 
like    to  see   the   abolishment   of 


the  N.R.C.  He  is  not  in  favor  of 
commissioning  new  nuclear 
plants  because  we  should  aim  for 
renewable  forms  of  energy.  He  is 
not  in  favor  of  off-shore  drilling. 
He  is  not  in  favoi  of  military 
intervention  to  work  out 
problems.  He  stressed  that 
diplomatically  we  should  all 
"work  together." 

Anderson  favors 

federally-funded  abortions  in 
light  of  individual  rights  of 
privacy  and  freedom.  He  favors  a 
work  requirement  for  welfare 
recipients  who  are  able.  He 
favors  boycotting  the  Olympics 
and  using  world  opinion  against 
the  Russians.* 


Mr.  Anderson  was  frank  and 
candid.  He  was  not  afraid  to 
state  his  views  be  they  popular 
or  not.  The  students  received  a 
portrait  of  a  Presidential 
hopeful.  They  found  out  who 
that  man  from  Illinois  was. 


Track  team  on  top  again

The  FSC  track  team  has  long 
been  noted  for  its  fine  program. 
This  year  is  no  different.  In  fact, 
the  team,  by  doing  so  well  at  the 
nationals  the  past  few  years,  has 
attracted  many  fine  athletes  to 
our  campus.  The  team  was 
ranked  No.  1  among  Div.  Ill 
teams  in  '79  and  Mr.  Sheehan 
was  voted  the  New  England's 
Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  team  is  off  to  such  a  great 
start  that  they  already  have 
victories  over  Lowell  U.,  Colby, 
Bentley,  and  Westfield  and  at 
the  moment  are  the  pre-meet 
favorites  to  win  the  New 
England  Div.  3  Indoor  Track 
Championship. 

Two-Time  Ail-American  Dave 
Farnsworth  leads  the  team  and 
has  already  qualified  for  most  of 
the  major  meets.  If  his  present 
rate  continues,  he  has  a  good 
possibility  for  qualifying  for  the 
NCAA  Div.  1  Nationals.  Other 
returnees  who  have  shown 
tremendous  improvement  are 
Rob  White,  who  is  now  among 
the  best  in  the  East  in  the  600 
yd.  dash;  Reggie  Pittman  and 
Rich  Papaluca  in  the  sprints; 
Gary  Kaukoranta  in  the  880, 
and  Gary  Johnson  in  the  440 
and  600. 

The  new  freshmen  have  been 
quite  impressive  as  Don 
Thompson  breaks  the  school 
record  in  the  Mile  just  about 
every  time  he  races  at  that 
distance.  Don  is  aiming  to  go 
under  4:10  this  year.  Rich 
McCormick,  who  only  stands 
5'6"  broke  the  school  record  in 
the  High  Jump  recently  by 
clearing  6'8",  qualifying  for  the 
nationals.  Jim  Jones,  potentially 
the  best  all-around  athlete  on 
the  team  has  been  hampered  by 
injuries,  but  has  awesome

Olympic  dilemma: 

Who  goes?

Concerning  the  Soviet  invasion 
of  Afghanistan,  it  is  a  given  that 
something  must  be  done.  That 
measures  must  be  taken  by  U.  S. 
Leaders  to  voice  the  disapproval 
of  the  American  government  and 
its  people,  and  to  insure  that  such 
events  do  not  recur,  is  clearly 
evident.  That  the  proposed 
Olympic  Boycott  will  only  weakly 
satisfy  the  former,  and  have 
virtually  no  effect  on  the  latter, 
should  be  equally  clear.  We  have 
all  heard  the  arguments.  There  is 
no  real  need  to  go  into  them  here. 

The  idea  that  this  country 
might  withdraw  from  such  a 
symbolic  phenomenon,  one  which 
is  theoretically  isolated  from 
politics,  leaves  me  with  a  sort  of 
indefinable  sadness  in  the  pit  of 
my  stomach.  I  feel  for  the 
athletes,  certainly.  Those  who  do 
not,  have  not  stopped  to  think. 
They  have  not  stopped  to  think  of 
Bill  Rogers,  and  of  others  like 
him,  whose  final  opportunity  to 


accrue  additional  Olympic  Gold 
may  very  well  lie  with  the  1980 
Olympics.  In  four  years,  or  even 
in  two,  other  athletes  will  be  up 
against  Rogers.  They  will  have 
trained  equally  as  hard,  they  will 
desire  the  Gold  just  as  strongly, 
they  will  be  just  as  hopeful,  and 
they  will  be  younger.  They  will  be 
in  their  prime.  It  is  in  many  ways 
regiettable  that  an  athlete's  time 
is  so  limited. 

But  the  plight  of  the  American 
athlete  need  not  be  as  dismal  as 
the  U.S.  political  wizards  threaten 
to  make  it.  The  proposed  Olympic 
Boycott  would  be  an  extreme-- 
unhealthy,  and  appreciably 
ineffective.  But  to  attend  and 
participate  in  the  Olympic  Games 
as  though  there  were  no  current 
threat  to  "world  peace",  would 
reek  far  too  strongly  of  hypocrisy 
and  naivete  to  be  acceptable.  A 
compromise  is  in  order,  and  of  all 
of  the  proposals  sounded,  only 
one  appears  to  be  moderate  and 
rational  enough  to  be  of  a 
practical  nature.  Moreover,  it  is 
suprisingly  uncomplicated.  The 
concept  is  one  which  is  easy  to 
grasp,  and  is,  it  would  seem,  one 


which  could  be  implemented  with 
only  minimal  difficulty.  The  idea 
is  simply  this:  allow  those 
athletes  who  wish  to  compete,  to 
do  so.  Those  athletes  who  feel 
that  participation  would  violate 
their  principles,  on  whatever 
grounds,  would  remain  behind. 
With  them,  on  wholesome 
American  soil,  would  be  the 
countless  American  tourists  and 
media  crews  who  would  normally 
be  making  the  costly,  quadrennial 
pilgrimage  to  the  Olympic 
Games.  It  is  these  people,  with 
their  coveted  American  dollars, 
who  will  be  most  greatly  missed 
by  the  Soviets.  Certainly,  the 
influx  of  monies  to  the  Russian 
economy  by  the  American 
Athletes  would  be,  in  and  of 
itself,  negligible.  It  would  be 
especially  so  in  comparison  to 
those  doled  out  by  the  American 
media  and  tourists  who  would 
ordinarily  accompany  them. 

If  an  athlete  acquires  an 
Olympic  medal,  be  it  gold,  silver, 
or  bronze,  through  perseverance 
and  honest  competition,  it  is  truly 
his.  Whether  or  not  he  is  seen,  in 
his  moment  of  glory,  by  upper- 


class  American  tourists,  and  by 
American  viewers  at  home,  is  not 
at  issue  here.  The  honor  is  his, 
and  remains  so  regardless  of  who 
is--or  is  not--watching.  Some 
athletes  will  return  with  medals, 
others  without.  But  none  will 
return  empty-handed.  We  will 
greet  them,  indescriminately, 
with  pride  and  respect. 

I  wish  to  believe  that  those  who 
are  advocating  the  1980  Olympic 
Boycott  have  not  thought  the 
matter  through.  Had  the  Soviet 
invasion  occured  during  a 
non-Olympic  year,  the  Games 
would  have  been  politically 
inaccessible,  and  one  cannot  help 
but  wonder  what  other  entity 
would  be  substituted  for  analo- 
gous manipulation.  The  1980 
Olympics  should  not  be  employed 
as  a  political  instrument.  More 
accurately,  the  inextricable 
economics  of  the  Games  may  be 
used  as  a  political  statement,  and 
perhaps  even  as  a  political  tool. 
But  we  should  not-we  cannot- 
allow  the  hopes  and  dreams  of  the 
American  athletes  to  be  similarly 
reduced.

Iran  is  chaos.  Afghanistan 
overrun  by  Russian  troops. 
Political  trouble  in  South  Africa. 
Invasion  in  Southeast  Asia. 

There's  no  doubt  about  it;  the 
world  is  in  crisis.  The  only  answer 
4o  this  is  military  intervention  by 
a  politically  stable  country.  This 
country  must  have  the  resources 
to  threaten  and  intervene  without 
imperialistic  results.  And  the  only 
countries  able  to  perform  this  task 
are  the  Western  countries  of 
Europe,  England,  United  States, 
Canada,  Mexico  and  China. 
America  has  the  best  military 
capabilities.  Our  intervention  has 
the  safest  ramifications  to  the  free 
world;  we  go  home  when  the 
fighting's  over. 

Our  government  has  seen  fit  to 
re-institute  the  draft.  This  was 
not  an  easy  decision,  nor  was  it 
one  that  was  made  in  haste.  It 
was  a  decision  that  was  necessary 
to  bolster  our  volunteer  army  (its 
success  is  up  for  debate),  raise 
our  falling  international  prestige 
and  indicate  to  foreign  powers 
(i.e.  Russia)  that  we  will  not  stand 
idly  by  and  watch  armed  invasion 
into  any  other  country.  It  shows 
there  is  a  danger  of  a  major  war. 

This  editorial  is  aimed  at  men 
and  women  who  defy  this  Con- 
gressional Mandate  --  regis- 
tration for  the  draft.  I  refer  also  to 
those  state  and  urban  leaders  who 
are  crying  out  against  the  draft. 
The  time  for  debate  has  past.  It  is 
now  time  for  unification.  Despite 
the  problems,  the  seemingly 
lethargic  attitudes,  and  sup- 
posedly apathetic  responses,  this 
government  has  been  good  to  the 
majority  of  the  people-which  was 
the  original  aim  of  the  Con- 


stitution. It  provides  for  the 
protection  of  our  rights  and,  if  we 
are  able  to  do  so,  the  rights  of 
others.  And  we  are. 

An  increasing  number  of 
people  seem  disillusioned  (more 
than  ever)  with  the  country  as  a 
result  of  the  re-institution  of  the 
draft.  Many  are  saying,  "They'll 
never  get  me!"  or  "I'll  go  to 
Canada  first." 

To  those  people,  I  say,  deser- 
tion and  treason  and  deserters 
and  traitors  should  be  treated 
accordingly.  What  kind  of  man 
won't  stand  up  for  a  friend?  I 
understand  fear,  but  this  is 
bigger  than  fear.  This  is  a  call 
from  the  country  for  defense.  I  am 
shocked  by, the  number  of  people 
who  refuse  to  defend  what  they 
have.  If  we  don't  defend  what 
we've  got,  there'll  soon  be 
nothing  to  defend.  We'll  be 
cutting  our  own  throats. 

Those  who  say  "I'm  not  going 
to  fight  a  war  over  Afghanistan," 
or  "I'll  only  fight  for  the  U.S." 
are  fools.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  fighting  for  another  country 
anymore  -  that  idea  disappeared 
during  the  First  World  War.  The 
free  countries  of  the  world  are 
interdependent.  There  can  be  no 
self-sustaining  countries  that  can 
maintain  a  bearable  standard  of 
living.  There  are  no  countries  that 
can  survive  without  imports. 
Many  countries  import  more  than 
they  export.  Mercantilism  is  dead 
in  the  free  world.  "Fighting  for 
Afghanistan"  is  fighting  for  the 
benefit  of  the  free  world,  and  in 
this  case,  the  United  States. 
Unless  we  protect  others,  we 
could  conceivably  be  strangled 
into  capitulation  and  compromise 
until  there  is  nothing  left  to 


surrender. 

The  present  borders  of  the  free 
world  must  not  retreat  by  an  inch, 
whether  it  takes  diplomatic  or 
military  action  to  maintain  them. 
The  future  power,  independence, 
and  position  of  this  country  is 
reliant  on  the  strength  of  the 
defense  and  if  necessary,  the 
offense.  Broken  down  further,  the 
fate  of  the  country  and  quite 
possibly  the  world,  rests  on  the 
individals  who  are  willing  to  fight 
to  uphold  our  present  import- 
export  system,  the  basis  of  our 
free  enterprise  system.  Without 
the  democracy  of  supply  and 
demand,  our  standard  of  living 
and  our  freedom  is  doomed.

Health  News

This  column  is  for  all  the  people 
who  love  to  be  outside  in  the  cold 
weather. 

Chances  are  if  you  are  a  skier, 
mountain  climber,  hiker  or 
virtually  any  type  of  cold  duration 
athlete,  you  probably  know  about 
the  dangers  your  human  machine 
faces  in  the  cold. 

The  two  that  I  will  talk  of  now 
are  fairly  common  and  definitely 
dangerous.  These  are  hypo- 
thermia and  frostbite. 

HYPOTHERMIA 

Of  all  cold  diseases,  "cold 
stroke,"  or  hypothermia,  is  by  far 
the  ugliest.  Worse  than  its 
opposite,  heat  stroke,  it's  a  killer. 

As  in  heat  stroke,  the  body 
system  breaks  down  --  not  for  an 
excess  but  for  a  lack  of  heat. 

It  mainly  occurs  in  cold  weather 
and  can  be  compared,  by  sym- 
ptoms, to  general  weariness: 
chills,  tiredness  and  a  lack  of 
morale.  At  this  point,  hypo- 
thermia is  easy  to  treat  --  get  into 
some  shelter,  keep  warm,  and  eat 
some  candy. 

If  it's  not  caught  here,  the  next 
symptom  is  uncontrollable 
shivering.  It's  not  normal  —  it's 
convulsive,  alarming  and 
becomes  increasingly  violent  as 
the  body  temperature  drops.  The 
victim  will  stumble,  mumble  and 
become  illogical. 

If  the  victim  continues  to  push 
him/herself,  the  alarming  trem- 
bling will  suddenly  stop.  This 
occurs  when  the  body  temp- 
erature reaches  86-87.  The  victim 
now  has  little  time  left. 

Soon  the  muscles  grow  stiff, 
the  pulse  and  respiration  grow 
very  slow,  and  the  victim  falls  to 
the  ground.  If  nothing  is  done  for 
him  now,  a  coma  and  death  will 
follow. 

Once  hypothermia  is  rec- 
ognized, you  must  get  the  victim 
warm  immediately.  Get  him  out 
of  any  wet  clothes  and  into  a 
sleeping  bag  if  possible.  If  the 
case  is  serious,  another  person 
must  get  into  the  bag  with  him. 
Don't  laugh  --  it's  a  life-saving 
technique. 

When    the    victim    recovers 


enough,  give  him  hot,  sweet 
liquids  and  then  some  energy 
food. 

Wheri  the  first  danger  is 
passed,  six  to  eight  hours  should 
bring  full  recovery.  Get  him  to  a 
doctor. 

Just  a  note  -  hypothermia  most 
often  strikes  in  cold  weather,  but 
there  have  been  cases  in  New 
Hampshire  where  off  season 
temperatures  on  windy  moun- 
tains have  had  the  same  effect  - 
especially  when  it's  wet.  It 
doesn't  take  bitterly  cold  air  to 
make  "Hypothermia  weather." 
FROSTBITE 

Frostbite  is  the  freezing  of  a 
part  of  the  body.  It  often  ac- 
companies hypothermia  when  the 
body  temperature  drops  and  the 
body  cuts  off  blood  from  the 
limbs. 

Like  burns,  there  are  several 
degrees  of  frostbite. 

Frostnip,  or  first  degree 
frostbite,  is  alarming  but  not  too 
serious. 

It  is  the  freezing  of  the  upper 
layers  of  skin.  The  stricken  part 
will  feel  burningly  cold  and  then 
numb.  The  skin  whitens  and 
hardens  but  soft,  resilient  flesh 
can  be  felt  underneath. 

The  nipped  part  can  usually  be 
thawed  quickly  in  a  warm  armpit. 
The  after  effects  are  usually 
swelling  and  mottling. 

Second  degree  frostbite  is 
much  like  first  degree  frostbite. 

The  freezing  goes  deeper  into 
the  skin,    and   after  thawing, 


blisters  form.  Treatment  is  the 
same  as  in  first  degree  frostbite. 

Third  degree  frostbite  is  much 
more  serious.  The  freezing  goes 
deep  into  the  skin  and  often  into 
the  tissue  beneath.  You  cannot 
defrost  the  flesh  without  great 
pain  (not  just  a  prickly  sensation). 
Get  the  person  to  help.  If  it  is 
impossible,  thawing  is  necessary. 

Authorities  agree  that  this 
should  be  done  all  at  once,  not 
gradually.  Soak  the  limb  in  tepid 
water  (not  more  than  108F).  Soak 
the  afflicted  part  at  that  tem- 
perature for  20-30  minutes.  Never 
pound  the  damaged  flesh  --  rub  it 
gently  and  break  the  blisters 
which  appear.  Never  apply  direct 
heat. 

Overtight  boots  or  crampons 
can  cause  frostbite  if  the"  circ- 
ulation is  being  cut  off.  If  your 
feet  feel  chronically  cold,  it  could 
be  a  warning. 

If  you  are  careful  and  take  good 
care  of  yourself,  you  should  be 
able  to  avoid  these  and  other 
problems.  Always  remember  to 
deal  with  trouble  early.  These  tips 
will  help  you  to  enjoy  your  winter 
sports  without  fear  of  danger.

What  do  you  do  on  a 
Saturday  night  when  you  get 
home  from  school?  Look  for  a 
movie,  right?  In  making  a 
decision  about  what  movie  to 
see,  titles  and  advertisements  can 
often  be  misleading.  "The 
American  Gigolo"  is  one  of 
these  deceiving  movies. 

"Gigolo"  is  a  poor  attempt  to 
dramatize  life  in  a  male  escort 
service,  a  part  of  American  life 
that  is  not  given  much  attention. 

Richard  Gere  plays  the  gigolo 
in  this  film.  He  does  a  good  job 
in  that  role,  but  otherwise,  the 
point  of  the  film  is  lost 
somewhere  between  the  title  and 


the  closing  credits.  There  seems 
to  be  some  point  to  this  movie 
at  the  beginning,  but  the  plot 
has  so  little  coherence-  that 
whatever  point  there  was  in  the 
beginning  is  lost  at  the  end. 

A  movie  dealing  with  a  social 
deviant  does  not  have  to  be 
deviant  in  its  filmmaking 
technique.  Poor  production  is  no 
excuse  for  this  kind  of  film 
treatment  of  the  gigolo  lifestyle. 
This  film  deserves  a  much  better 
screening  than  it  was  given. 

If  you  have  money  burning  a 
hole  in  your  pocket,  spend  it. 
But  don't  waste  it.  Check  the 
area  listing  for  something  more 
worth  your  time  and  money 
than  "American  Gigolo".
